Survey Is Made to De­ 
termine Where Re­ 
surfacing Is 
Needed. 


WORK ORDERED 
BY COUNCILMEN 


The highway committee of town 
council. President C. W. Epley, Bor­ 
ough Engineer LeRoy H. Winebren- 
ner, Burgess Wilbur J. Stallsmith 
and H. W. Hoffman, representative 
of W. S. Hammaker, Harrisburg, 
conducted a survey of the streets in 
every part of town Wednesday after­ 
noon 
and 
listed 
more 
than 
ll 
blocks, about 5,880 feet, for re-sur­ 
facing this fall. 
Mr. Hoffman made up a detailed 
report on each section of street as 
it was examined and will prepare 
estimates on the amount of stone 
chips and tar that will be required 
to complete the work and will .sub­ 
mit figures on the cost of the work 
by sections. 
Tile highway committee will meet 
Friday afternoon at 4:30 o’clock to 
receive Mr. Hoffmans report. 
At 
that time it will be determined also 
which streets shall be fixed first. 
With separate cast figures on each 
section of street to be fixed, a clow* 
check can be kept on the amount of 
money being spent and when avail­ 
able funds are exhausted work can 
be suspended.

TRIP,UTF TO ROTH 
SI DKS, HE SAYS 


President Franklin Ii. Roosevelt, 
in a jiersonal letter to Senator John 
S. Rice, chairman of the Pennsyl­ 
vania state commission, today heart­ 
ily endorsed the 1938 Gettysburg 
program for the observance of the 
75th anniversary of the battle of 
Gettysburg and the final reunion 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and the United Confederate Vet­ 
erans. 
"It is a tribute to the heroism and 
sacrifices of tile participants of both 
sides of that great conflict." the 
President wrote iii his letter to the 
commission chairman. “At Gettys­ 
burg in 1863 occurred the greatest 
battle ever fought on the American 
continent. It has been memorialized 
iii song and story. ’ 
The President’s letter follows in 
full: 
THE WHITE HOUSE 
WASHINGTON 
September 8, 1936 
Dear Senator Rice: 
The projected observance of 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of 
the battle of Gettysburg is a 
tribute to the heroism and sac­ 
rifice of the participants on both 
sides of that great combat. 
At 
Gettysburg in 1863 occurred the 
greatest battle ever fought on 
the American continent. 
It has 
been memorialized in song and 
story. 
It served as the inspira­ 
tion for an immortal address by 
Abraham Lincoln.

toric occasion, but the valor and 
nobility 
of 
the 
soldiers

A. P. LIPPY, 72, 
DIES FROM AUTO 
FUMES IN GARAGE 


R e t i r e d 
Implement 
Dealer Is Found 
Dead at Union 
Twp. Home. 


ADAMS CORONER 
INVESTIGATES 


Augustus Peter Lippy, 72. a retired 
implement dealer, was found dead 
of asphyxiation on the floor of the 
garage at his home in Union town­ 
ship about 7:15 o'clock this morning, 
Dr. Edgar A. Miller, Adams coun­ 
ty coroner, was summoned. 
After 
an investigation he announced that 
death may have been an accident 
or suicide, with the probabilities 
pointing to the latter. The coroner 
said Lippy had died of carbon 
monoxide poisoning and had been 
dead for several hours before the 
body was found. 
Mr. Lippy had resided for the last 
eight years in Union township, but 
had left home about six weeks ago, 
the coroner learned, and had been 
living the greater part of that time 
in the Colonial hotel at Hanover. 
Doctor Miller said that he had 
learned that Lippy had returned to 
his home in an intoxicated condition 
several times during the last sev­ 
eral weeks and at least once had 
been returned to Hanover in the 
custody of an officer after Lippy 
had made threats on the life of his 
wife. 
Disturbance During Night 
Between I 
and 2 o’clock this 
morning Mrs. Lippy was awakened 
by someone throwing small stones 
against her bedroom window. She 
called her son. Winfield, who resides 
with his family in the same dwell­ 
ing. The son found that his father 
had made several attempts to gain 
entrance to the house. A few min­ 
utes later he heard a door close at 
the garage and then all was quiet 
for the remainder of the night. 
Doctor Miller found the switch 
turned on in a large sedan, owned 
by the elder Mr. Lippy, and the 
gasoline tank of the car nearly 
empty. The motor was not running 
at the time the body was found, but 
the garage had been closed tightly 
I and was still filled with exhaust 
fumes when the coroner arrived. 
Lippy was lying between the large 
sedan and another car owned by 
his son. 
The body was taken in 
charge by a Littlestown undertaker. 
The deceased was born in the 
vicinity of Littlestown and had re­ 
sided in that section of the county 
during the greater part of his life. 
He had been engaged formerly in 
the farm implement business and 
until recently had owned a number 
of large farms in Union township.

Surviving are his widow, the for­ 
mer Mary C. Hook, two daughters 
and a son, Miss Maud Lippy, at 
home; Mrs. Joseph Kump, Hanover, 
and Winfield, at home; nine grand­ 
children and a brother, Harvey M. 
Lippy, York. 
He was a son of the late Edwin 
and Catherine iBentzel) Lippy, who 
formerly resided near Littlestown.

CAP).—An unofficial but effective 
armistice Wednesday night halted 
fighting in the Spanish rebel siege 
on the government-held coastal city 
of San Sebastian. 
With not a single shot fired by 
either side in the last 24 hours it 
was believed the city might surren­ 
der to the rebel war lord, General 
Emilio Mola, without further fight- 
ing. 


If this surrender should take place 
the rebel army would be in com­ 
plete control of the strategic north­ 
east coastal section of Spain con­ 
tiguous to the French frontier. 
Neither side would admit initiat­ 
ing the armistice. 
Earlier in the day, with rebel 
troops manning the heights cradling 
the 
city, 
rebel planes showered 
manifestos declaring a rebel attack

There was no authority for belief 
that foreign diplomats at Saint Jean 
de Luz in France directly had ne­ 
gotiated the armistice, but the truce 
followed upon their secret appeal to 
both belligerents. 
Urgent efforts for cessation of 
fighting had been made ever since 
the nearby city of lr un had fallen 
before a rebel attack September 4. 
The municipal governor of San 
Sebastian, 
Antonio 
Ortega, 
dis 
patched his son, Jose, Tuesday into 
France to seek a peaceful surren­ 
der of the city provided the govern 
ment defenders were promised am 
nesty by the rebel warlords. 
This offer, made through French 
intermediaries, 
was scorned, 
and 
anarchists within the city vowed 
they would burn San Sebastian to 
the ground rather than surrender. 
Fighting between them and other 
factions of the defenders was re­ 
ported to have caused Ortega to 
send the anarchists into the front­ 
line trenches.
